Major  General  in  the  Imperial  Japanese  Arny,  born  at  Ibkyo  the  6th  October 
1890,  who  after  having  taken  the  oath  according  to  his  religious  conviction, 
declared  to  tell  the  whole  truth  and  nothing  but  the  truth  and  ansv/ered 
the  questions  put  to  him  os  follows! 


A....  In  June  1942  I  -as  appointed  Head  of  all  Prisoners  of  -or  Camps  in 
Java.  I  arrived  in  Java  in  July  1942  and  took  up  residence  in  Batavia. 
Before  that  I  have  never  been  in  the  N.S.I.  Before  ny  departure  for  Java 
I  vaa  in  Manchuria  from  October  1940  to  June  1942. 


'I,  ’/ ith  what  instructions  did  you  come  to  Java? 

A.  <hen  I  was  in  Manchuria  in  June  1942,  I  received  my  appointment 
for  Java  by  cable.  I  tbs  then  in  l!u  Tan  Tchang.  In  the  sanje 
cable  were  ny  appointment  for  Java  as  well  ns  the  order  to 
attend  a  meeting  in  Tokyo.  This  meeting  took  place  on  the  7th 
and  8th  July  1942  in  the  <ar  Ministry  nt  Tokyo. 


o.  -ere  t  are  any  decisions  taken  during  the t  meeting  regarding  punislm:nt 
of  PC’s  for  infringement  aid  escapes? 

A.  This  was  not  discussed,  but  tbs  laid  down  in  typed  instructions  handed 
to  each  of  those  present  at  the  meeting.  Mve ry  one  read  out  that  parti¬ 
cular  portion  of  the  instructions  which  concerned  him,  "sked  questions 
and  received  answers  t  .ereto. 

Did  you  yourselves  put  any  questions  with  reference  to  these  instructiot 
A.  I  can  not  remember  having  mode  any  questions  as  1  knew  nothing  of  the 
international  regulations  regarding  prisoners  of  war,  coming  just  from 
the  war  theatre. 


Cv.  How  long  have  you  been  working  in  this  capacity  in  Java? 

A.  Vp  till  March  1944,  when  I  was  appointed  Commandant  of  all  F0';  and  civil 
internees  camps  6n  Singapore  island  and  at  Port  Dixon. 

./ho  was  your  successor  in  Java?
